The second alarm was 
turned In only to bo followed by u, third 
nnd fourth In rapid succession. Chief 
Sbllivan was one of the first to reach jlu- 
scene, and realized the danger at a 
glance.

connected their lines It was scon the lire 
vuis entirely beyond control. Word was 
telephoned across the bay to Oakland, 
ard- Alameda for, assistance. The sister 


„cities quickly responded with two en- 
tines each. They were located along tho 
water front and used as pumps to sup- 
ply water from the bay. The Southern 
Pacific pumps had lines of hose conncctel 
and dtd good service In bringing salt wa- 
ter to supply tho fast weakening fredh 
water mains. 


A' high wind was blowing from the west 


olid fanned the flames across i:road 
street, sweeping everything l» its path. 
Shortly after the second alarm was turn- 


- ed In a heavy explosion shook the cit\. 


At this writing tho statement can only be 
made on rumor, but It Is said four kess 
of powder stored in one of the big ware- 
houses of tho Southern Pacific had blown 
up. Heavy embers were whirled through 
the air for blocks. These landed'on thj 
light" frame' buildings further east and"in~ 
a short time tho firemen were practically 
hemmed In. For n time It looked aa 
though tho fire would bo gotten under 
control. Tho wind gradually died down, 
but the suction of the now roaring acres 
. of Inflammable material continued to car- 
ry embers three and 
four feet 
long 


through the air. Shortly after 7 o'clock 
tho wind suddenly changed to the east, 
and drove the flames back over the burn- 
Ing district.

trol. The high brick wall of the deserted

Townsend streets acted a* a barrier over 
which the flames could not work. The 
water furnished from the bay by the 
Oakland engines and Southern Pacific 
pumps soon had the outer edges of the 
fire subdued. 


In addltlcn to 'the destruction of the* 


mills, factories, foundarlos and hotels, 
over 50 buildings arc destroyed. Thro» 
hundred families are homeless, though 
some of them managed to save a portion 
of their goods. Thus far' no authentic 
account of the loss of.life has been given

FIREMEN KILLED. 


-Moo Men Crunhed Vy Falling Walls In 


Minneapolis. 


Minneapolis. June 27.—At 11 o'clock to- 
right the most disastrous flro In this 
city in point of loss of life since the Trib- 
une flrc of ]8SO originated ir. the five- 
story building at 240 and 242 First ave- 
nue, South, occupied by McDonald Bros., 
wholesale crocket y. 
Tho first alarm, turned In nt 11 o'clock 


was Immediately followed by a second 
and third- alarm, and a general rail for 
the fire department. 
The blaze star ted in the rear of the up- 


per stories, soon communicated Itself to 
the front building, and burst forth from 
the roof. In half an hour the roof «-ivo 
way and two minutes later a part of tho 
-Mde wall fell, crushing beneath Its ruins 
a group of firemen In the alleyway. Six 
mc-n .wcro taken but dead, of whom the 
bodies of John Hoy, John Hornlck and 
Wallace Richards wcro recognized. From 
among the largo number of Injured arc 
Ed Thlclcn, John Gray and John Calcl- 
well.
